S.O. 575(E).—Whereas the All India Handloom Fabrics Marketing Co¬ 
operative Society Limited (hereinafter referred to as the All India Society) is 
deemed to be registered under the provisions of the Multi-State Co-operative 
Societies Act, 1984 (No. 51 of 1984) (hereinafter referred to as the Act) and 
is specified as a national co-operative society in the Second Schedule to the Act; 

And whereas rule 13 of the Multi-State Co-operative Societies (Registration. 
Membership, Direction and Management, Settlement of Disputes, Appeals and 
Revision) Rules, 1985 (hereinafter refen'ed to as the Rules) provides tliat the 
total refund of share capital of a multi-State co-operative society in any co¬ 
operative year shall not exceed 10 per cent of the paid-up share capital of 
the multi-State co-operative society on the last day of the co-operative year 
immediately preceeding; 

And whereas bye-law 9 of the bye-laws of the All India Society provides 
that no member shall be permitted to withdraw any of the shares held by 
him within five year's from the date of issue of such shares and after this 
period, the board of directors may permit w'ithdraw'al provided that the amount 
permitted to be withdrawn in any one co-operative year does not exceed ten 
per cgpt of the aggregate paid-up share capital of the All India Society as it 
was on the 30th June preceding and provided that the member gives at least 
six months notice of withdrawal ; 

And whereas according to sub-section (3) of seaion 19 of the Multi-State 
Co-ojrerative Societies Act, 1984, no individual shall be eligible for admission 
as a member in a national co-operative society and, therefore, the share capi¬ 
ta! of ‘C’ class members consisting of individuals, partnership firms, private 
limited companies, etc. of the All India Society, who have ceased to be members, 
has to bs refunded ; 

And whereas tire refund of the share capital of ‘C’ Class members is 
more than ten per cent of the total paid-up share capital of the All India So¬ 
ciety, and, therefore, to enable refund of the entire share money of ‘C’ clas.s 
members, the All India Society have sought exemption fro mthe provisions of 
rule 13 of tire Rules and bye-law 9 of its bye-law's. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of 
section 99 of the Act the Central Government hereby exempts the All India 
Society from the provisions of rule 13 of the Rules, so as to enable refund of 
share capital of ‘C’ class members in a co-operative year in excess of the limit 
laid dow n in rule 13 of the Rules. 
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
